The Cattaraugus County Department of Public Works, 8810 Route 242,
Little Valley, New York 14755, proposes the realignment of County
Route 6; the rempval of Leon bridges 9 and 10; and the replacenment
of Leon bridge 11; the replacenent of Leon culvert 12 and 13; and
the realignment of a portion of Mud Creek. This project is |ocated
on County Route 6, in the Town of Leon, Cattaraugus County, New

Yor k.

The project consists of the foll ow ng:

a. The realignment and reconstruction of 2,750 linear feet of
County Road 6. This will entail the renoval of bridges nunmber 9
and 10; the replacenent of bridge nunber 11; the replacenent of

cul verts number 12 and 13; and the realignnment of approxinmtely 750
| i near feet of the existing stream channel of Miud Creek via the
excavati on of a new channel measuring approximately 490 |i near

feet.

b. Leon bridge number 9 will be renmoved and will be replaced with
a 100 linear foot, 36" diameter smooth interior HDPE pipe. This
will entail the addition of approximately 900 cubic yards of fil
material, into the existing stream at this |ocation.

cC. Leon bridge number 10 will be renpved and will not be
replaced. No pipe will be added at this |location and the existing
stream channel will be conpletely filled in at this location with
approxi mately 900 cubic yards of fill material.

d. Leon bridge nunmber 11, culvert nunber 12, and cul vert number 13
will be straight replacenments and will not involve the placenent of
a additional fill mterial into waters of the United States.

e. The excavation of the new stream channel will require the
renoval of approxinmately 28,000 cubic yards of material. The
excavated material will be hauled off site and incorporated into
future county hi ghway inmprovenment projects.

f. The original channel will be sealed, where it mates with the
original channel. Approximtely 50 cubic yards of a |large stone
fill will be added to each of these two | ocations.



g. The remai nder of the original creek channel will not be filled
and shall remain as an overfl ow channel

h. As mtigation for unavoi dabl e, secondary inpacts, to 750

i near feet of Mud Creek stream channel, the applicant proposes the
enhancenment of the constructed stretch of channel. The applicant
will create gravel pools and riffles in the new reach in order to

i nprove fish spawni ng habitat. The applicant al so proposes

pl antings al ong the banks of the new stream channel to provide
shade, and again inprove fish spawning habitat in this section of
the stream

(e The proposed channel will be excavated from upland, in the
dry. Once conplete, the new channel will be flooded. The
applicant's stated purpose is to reconstruct this section of road
to inprove driver safety (via the reduction in the radius of
curvature) and to | ower future mai ntenance needs (via the
elimnation of two existing bridges).

Locati on and details of the above descri bed work are shown on the
attached maps and draw ngs.

Any interested party
desiring to comment on the work described herein may do so by submitting their comments, in writing, so that they are
received no later than 4:30 pm on the expiration date of this notice.

A lack of
response will be interpreted as meaning that there is no objection to the work as proposed.

Comments submitted in response to this notice will be fully considered during the public interest review for this permit
application. All written comments will be made a part of the administrative record which is available to the public under the
Freedom of Information Act. The Administrative Record, or portions thereof may also be posted on a Corps of Engineers
internet web site. Due to resource limitations, this office will normally not acknowledge the receipt of comments or respond
to individual letters of comment.

Any individual may request a public hearing by submitting their written request, stating the specific reasons for holding a
hearing, in the same manner and time period as other comments.

Public hearings for the purposes of the Corps permit program will be held when the District Commander determines he can
obtain additional information, not available in written comments, that will aid him in the decision making process for this
application. A Corps hearing is not a source of information for the general public, nor a forum for the resolution of issues or
conflicting points of view (witnesses are not sworn and cross examination is prohibited). Hearings will not be held to obtain
information on issues unrelated to the work requiring a permit, such as property ownership, neighbor disputes, or the behavior
or actions of the public or applicant on upland property not regulated by the Department of the Army. Information obtained
from a public hearing is given no greater weight than that obtained from written comments. Therefore, you should not fail to



make timely written comments because a hearing might be held.

The decision to approve or deny this permit request will be based on an evaluation of the probable impact, including
cumulative impacts of the proposed activity on the public interest. That decision will reflect the national concern for both
protection and utilization of important resources. The benefits which reasonably may be expected to accrue from the proposal
must be balanced against its reasonably foreseeable detriments. All factors which may be relevant to the proposal will be
considered including the cumulative effects thereof; among these are conservation, economics, aesthetics, general
environmental concerns, wetlands, historic properties, fish and wildlife values, flood hazards, flood plain values, land use,
navigation, shoreline erosion and accretion, recreation, water supply and conservation, water quality, energy needs, safety,
food and fiber production, mineral needs, considerations of property ownership, and in general, the needs and welfare of the
people.

The Corps of Engineers is soliciting comments from the public; Federal, state and local agencies and officials; Indian Tribes;
and other interested parties in order to consider and evaluate the impacts of this proposed activity. Any comments received
will be considered by the Corps of Engineers to determine whether to issue, modify, condition or deny a permit for this
proposal. To make this decision, comments are used to assess impacts on endangered species, historic properties, water
quality, general environmental effects, and the other public interest factors listed above. Comments are used in the
preparation of an Environmental Assessment and/or an Environmental Impact Statement pursuant to the National
Environmental Policy Act. Comments are also used to determine the need for a public hearing and to determine the overall
public interest of the proposed activity.
